If Pasquale Amato, one of the group 
of operatic stars who will sing in At- 
lanta during the grand opera in April, 
had not listened to the advice of his 
friends he would probably today be a 
pretty good civil engineer and shelling 
out money to hear a little grand opera 


now and then, instead of occupying the 
high pinnacle as one of the greatest 
and most popular baritones that ever 
appeared in grand opera in America. 

When Amato graduated at the Naples 
university, in his home city, he wanted 
to be a civil engineer, and his parents 
were in sympathy with his desire. So 
Amato would have been a civil en- 
gineer, but he had studied singing as 
an amateur, and his friends became so 
enthusiastic over his splendid vocal 
qualities, and he was strongly urged to 
make an artist's career. 

The young man finally decided to try 
it, and he took a course of three years 
at the Naples conservatory, and made 
his debut as the father in “Traviata” in 
1900, at the Bellini theater. His suc- 
cess was instantaneous, and like many 
successful Italian artists, he went to 
South America, and there became ac- 


quainted with the great conductor, 
Arturo Toscanini. It was at the latter’s 


suggestion that he went to Milan and 
sang for Gatti-Casazza, who was then 
the director general of the Scala opera. 
Gatti-Casazza immediately engaged 
him, and he became a prime favorite at 
Hat institution. 

Besides singing all the standard bari- 
tone roles Amato has the distinction of 
having created in Italy the role of 
Golaud when Gatti-Casazza produced 
Debussy’s “Pelleas et Melisande” at the 
Scala. He also created the title role in 
“Christofo Colombo.” Three years ago 
Mr. Gatti-Casazza brought Mr. Amato 
to the Metropolitan Opera house. He 
made a deep impression on his first ap- 
pearance, and since then his popularity 
has been steadily growing. He is one 
of the few Italian artists who also sing 
German, having taken up the study of 
that language with his wife, who is 
half Austrian and half Italian. His 
first attempt in German opera was as 
Amfortas in “Parsafal,” which he sings 
with great beauty of voice and im- 
pressiveness of manner. He has also 
sung at the Metropolitan the role of 
Kurwenal in “Tristian und Isolde.” One 
of his latest successes is his remark- 
able creation of the role of the Sheriff 
in Puccini’s “Girl of the Golden West,” 
in which he will be heard in Atlanta in 
ApriL

Parliament Discussion. 


Taft Hopeful That Proposed 


Treaty May Be Adopted by 


Both Countries----A Great 
Step Toward the Abolition of 
War. 


Auguste, Ga, March i17.—President 
Taft has followed with keenest inter- 
est the discussion of the last few days 
in the English parliament on the sub- 
ject of the international arbitration 
treaty, proposed by him. He is de- 
lighted with the manner in which the 
proposal has been received in Great 
Britain, as indicated by the speeches 
of Sir Edward Grey, the minister for 
foreign affairs, and Mr. Balfour, rep- 
resenting the opposition. 

The president is extremely hopeful 
that the treaty may be adopted by both 
countries, and believes it will be 4 
great step toward the abolition of 
war. And, with war practically im- 
possible between the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking nations, there is every 
reason to hope, according to the presi- 
dent's view, that other nations may 
come into such an agreement and thus 
make for universal peace. 

In some quaters there has been an 
impression that the proposed treaty 
involved an offensive and defensive 
alliance between the United States and 
Great Britain. This is an error. The 
treaty is a broad one, however, and 
proposes that all disputes, including 
even those of national honor and ter- 
ritory, shall be settled in an arbitral 
~ourt. 

British approval of the proposed 
peace pact has not come to the presi- 
dent as a surprise. In all of his re- 
cent conferences with the British am- 
bassador, Mr. Bryce, the president was 
led to believe that the treaty would be 
received in just the spirit that the 
preas dispatches og the past few days 
from London have indicated. 

Girey Futher Develops His Views. 

london, March 17.—Sir Edward Grey 
further developed his views on inter- 
national arbitration at the annual ban- 
quet tonight of the International Ar- 
bitration League and corrected some 
misapprehensions which had arisen re- 
garding his now famous speech in the 
house of commons, in which he gave 
support to the suggestion of President 
‘att for an Anglo-American treaty 
providing for the settlement by arbt- 
tration of any question that might 
arise between the two governinents. 

“I observe,” said the foreign secre- 
tary this evening, “that some of the 
words I used the other day are being 
construed as if a general arbitration 
treaty between ‘two great 
would be tantamount to a defensive 
alliance between them. If a eneral 
arbitration treaty were made etwen 
two great nations and became firmly 
rooted in the feelings of the people of 
both countries, and if one of them was 
in course of time, made the object of 
an attack in a dispute with a third 
power, in which arbitration had been 
offered to and refused by the third 
sower, certainly I think there would 
- a strong sympathy between the two 
powers who had made the general ar- 
bitration treaty. But that is a matter 
which depends on public opinion and 
on which public opinion will take care 
of itself.”

Las of Activity Extends From 
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Currier Street, Where the 
Top Price of $770 Per Front 
Foot Was Given, to $320 a 
Foot at Sixth Street. 


Over $165,000 worth of Peachtree 
street property changed hands yester- 


day. 

This makes more than 34,500,000 
worth of property on the north side 
which has been transferred within the 
past fifty days, $1,300,000 worth of 
which has been directly on Peachtree 
street, within the last thirty days. 

The activity extended from Sixth 
street on the north to Currier on the 
south and the prices ranged from $320 
per front foot for that at Sixth street 
to $770 per front foot fcr that at Cur- 
rier. However, the average would be 
well up toward the $600 mark, not- 
withstanding the. fact that the Crass 
property brought slightly less than 
many belleved it would. 

The lot at 374 Peachtree street, just 
south of the new garage being erected 
by J. J. and J. W. Mangham, was sold 
by W. L. and John O. Dupree for $45,- 
000. The lot has a frontage of ap- 
proximately 73 feet, which makes the 
price paid something over $600 per 
front foot. The name of the pur- 
chaser is withheld at this time. It is 
understood, however, that he expects 
to improve the property within the 
near future. 

Another gale of note was that of the 
ol E. P. Black home on the southeast 
corner of Peachtree and Sixth streets. 
This was sold for the Black estate by 
B. M. Grant and Charles H. Black for 
32,500. The lot has a frontage on 
Peachtree of 100 feet, which makes 
the price paid approximate $320 per 
front foot. E. P. McBurney was the 
purchaser. 

In the sale of the Crags property at 
Peachtree and Currier streets, what is 
probably the last of the Peachtres 
street property which will be sold for 
less than $600 per front foot, changed 
hands. The lots aggregated over 21! 
82.8 feet, which puts the $49,066 which 
they brought, at an averave of $597 
per front foot or a little more. 

Another sale which willl probably 
go through -within the next few days 
is that of the Dougherty place at 450 
Peachtree. B. M. Grant secured an op- 
tion on this place a short time ago and 
Friday aold it for a good round sum. 
The purchaser expects to exercise the 
option within a few days, it is under- 
stood. The price callea@ for is $65,000, 
or slightly over $650 per front foot. 

Mr. Grant hae also sold an option on 
Mrs. Matheson’s home at 444 Peach- 
tree, in which the consideration is 
unusually large. 

A third option just sold is that on 
the property at 406 Peachtree, in which 
the figure set is $26,000, or $600 per 
front foot. 

Unprecedented Activity. 

Never before in the history of At- 
lanta has there been activity in real 
estate such as now being witnessed on 
Peachtree and adjacent streets. With- 
in the last two months more than 

2,600,000 worth of property in this 
section has changed hands, and of this 
amount considerably more than one- 
half has been on Peachtree alone, and 
that, too, within the past thirty days. 

An idea of the rapidity with which 
prices are soaring may be gotten from 
the fact that E. P. McBurney was 
offered a profit of $4,500 on his. lot 
at Peachtree ang Sixth streets within 
less than five hours after ne had paid 
$32,000 for it.

All Wagons, Peddling Fruit and 
Vegetables, Must Be Screen- 
ed---No Food Articles of Any 
Kind Can Be Displayed on 
the Sidewalks. 


Avaunt files, dust, bugs and germs. 

The board ‘of health yesterday aft- 
ernoon decided upon a screen ordi- 
nance, whi¢h will be acceptable to the 
general council, and which will become 
a law next Monday afternoon. 

The ordinance which came from Al- 
derman A. H. VanDyke, provides that 
all store doors in the city where fruit 
and foodstuffs are sold shall be screen- 
ed, and that no food article of any 
kind shall be kept on the sidewalk. 

But the ordinance does not stop 
there. It goes further and says that 
all wagong that peddle fruit and vege- 
tables, and which get permits from the 
city shall be screened. 

The Hendling of Bread. 

There ts another provision which 
states that bread shall be handled in 


specially constructed wagons and shall 


be wrapped with paper when delivered. 
There appeared before the health 


board Councilman James C. Harrison, 


who said the retall grocers were heart- 
lly In favor of the new law, and want- 
ed to ameffa it. It was on his sugges- 
tion that wholesale stores as well as 
retail, were included, and that wagons 
were required to have screens.

Voters Largely Favor 


Buying Waterworks. 


Macon, Ga., March 17.—(Special.)— 
Macon will vote Saturday on issuing 
$900,000 in bonds for the purpose of 


'‘ buying from the Macon Gas Light and 
| Water Company the water plant of that 


company. 

It is the general opinion chat the ma- 
jority of the votes will be cast in favor 
of the bond issue, and that the water- 
works will become the property vf the 
city of Macon. A vigorous campaign 
has been waged by those favoring the 
bonds, while the opponents have re- 
mained silent and have made no fight 
whatever. 

Forty automobiles have been provid- 
ed for to get the voters to and from the 
polls during the day. The voting places 
open at 8 o’clock and close at 5. Within 
those hours, in order to carry the bonds, 
it will be necessary to register 1,166 
votes in favor of issuing the bonds, as 
the law provides that two-thirds of 
those registered must vote in favor of 
the issue in order to carry it. 

An elaborate system of telephone 
calls has also been arranged for, and 
every registered voter will be called on 
the phone during the day. Those who 
cannot be reached by phones will be 
reached by messengers. 

The fact that both political factions 
here are in favor of the issue seems to 
assure its success. The city adminis- 
tration, headed by Mayor John _ MT. 
Moore, is working hard for the bonds, 
and Judge A. L. Miller, former mayor, 
has come out in a strong interview ad- 
vocating the purchase of the water 
plant. 

Purchase Price $600,000. 

If the bonds carry, the waterworks 
are to be bought for the sum of $69°,- 
000, a price fixed at a recent arbitra- 
tion. The plant is to be under the gov- 
ernment of a commission of three men, 
who are to be elected by the people. 
This cqmmission will have absolute 
control of the waterworks, taking the 
operation and management entirely out 
of the hands of the mayor and council. 
This wag provided for so as to keep the 
waterworks out of politics. 

The present contract with the water 
company expires in February, of next 
year. and if the city votes to buy, tne 
water commission will take charge at 
that time. 

While only $699,000 is to ve paid for 
the water plant, the bond issue is for 
$909,000. The other $200,000 is to be 
put at once into extensions and im- 
provements. Last year Macon annexed 
an enormous territory that is now 
without water connection or sanitary 
sewers, and it is proposed to lay water 
mains in-all of the new territory as 
sooi1 as possib.e. The city already has 
plenty of money on hand for the sew- 
ers.

Strike Grows Out of Trouble 
of Last Fall---In Event of Pro- 
longed Conflict, a Serious 
Congestion of Express Matter

March 17.—Drivers and 
Adams, United States 
and Wells-Fargo Express Companies, 
in New York City and Jersey City, 
struck today in obedience to a general 
strike order issued in Jersey City 
shortly after midnight this morning. 
Employees of the American and Na- 
tional Express companies reported for 
work as usual, but leaders of the 
strikers declared they expected them 
to join the walkout. The strike, it is 
said, will involve upwards of 5,000 men 
and affect many others. In the event 
of a prolonged conflict, a serious tie- 
up of express matter in this city will 
be the result. 

The strike started several days ago 
with the men of the Adams Company, 
who complained of alleged discrimina- 
tion against certain employees in- 
volved in the general strike last fall. 
It was believed late yesterday that a 
settlement of the difftculty between the 
men and the company was in 
prospect through the promise of the 
leaders that the men would return to 
work pending discussion of settlement 
terms, which Mayor Gaynor had prom- 
ised to bring about. 

This plan, however, was overturned 
at a meeting of delegates of the vari- 
ous companies last night in Jersey 
when it was decided not only 
to keep the Adams men out, but to ex- 
tend the strike systematically to men 
of the other companies. 

Trouble began early in New York. 
when an Adams driver way pulled from 
his seat and severely beaten.

Montgomery, Ala., March 17.—Gov- 
ernment prosecutions of seven Shreve 
brothers and five co-defendants, which 
were started last April, were settled in 
the federal court early this afternoon 
when five og the Shreve brothers and 
three others implicated in the con- 
spiracy to conceal bankrupt assets and 
in the fraudulent use of the mails, 
pleaded guilty before Federal Judge 
Thomas C. Jones. 

Daniel H. Shreve, of Greenville, Ala., 
was the only defendant to receive a 
penitentiary sentence. In each of the 
conspiracy and mail cases he was sen- 
tenced to fifteen months.in the fed- 
eral prison of Atlanta, the sentences 
to run concurrently. 

Thomas J. Shear, of Andalusia, in- 
dicted only for conspiracy to conceal 
assets, was sentenced to three months 
in the Covington county jail, 

All others Pleading guilty were let 
off with fines agezregating $6,000. 
Those who pleaded guilty are: Jesse 
H. Shreve, Joseph E. Shreve. Daniel H. 
Shreve, George H. Shreve, Reuben T. 
Shreve, Thomas J. Shear, A. F. Michler 
and Sam Coplan. 

The prosecutions against Luther M.

SOUTH'S. CHANCE 


Declares George Harvey in 
Address Before Savannah 
‘Hibernian Society. 


Savannah, Ga., March 17.—“‘A careful 
diagnosis of the present temper of the 
people clearly indicat that, if an 
election be held tomorrow, a demo- 
cratic candidate regarded by the peo- 
ple as less progressive than President 
Taft would be defeated, and that a can- 
didate generally recognized as being 
more progressive, more liberai, more 
radical, if you like, than President 
Taft, would almost assuredly win.”

The west has furnish- 
ed the party, as well as the opposition 
With the majority, though not the 
greatest, of its issues. The south ls to 
enforce harmony and amalgamation. 
The east presents the man—Woodrow 
Wilson, the highly Americanized 
Scotch-Irishman, descended from Ohio, 
born in Virginia, developed in Mary- 
land, married in Georgia and now de- 
livering from political bondage the 
State of New Jersey.” 

Wilson Could Win. 
These two statements from the 
framework of Colonel Harvery’s ad- 
dress on “The Problem, the Soiution 
and the Man,” reduced to plain Eng- 
lish, the chance the democratic 
party bas of electing a president in 
1912.

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EXPERTS DESCRIBE 
CAFFEINE EFFECTS 


Chattanooga, Tenn., March 17.—Some 
of the most prominent medical men of 
the United States were witnesses in 
the case of the government against 
several barrels and kegs of coca-cola, 
on trial in the federal court here. 
They are Dr. Oliver T. Osborne, pro- 
fessor of materia medica, therapeutics 
and clinical medicine in Yale Medical 
college: Dr. & Solis Cohen, professo5r 
of clinical medicine, Jefferson Medical 
college, Philadelphia, Pa.; Dr. John H. 
Musser, professor of clinical medicine, 
University of Pennsylvania. , 
The evidence of the day all tend 
to show that caffeine was and is a 
component part of the drink coca-cola. 
Dr. Osborne stated that caffeine is a 
drug; that it is poisonous in its ten- 
dency, and that caffeine as served in 
the drink, coca-cola, would nave the 
action of a drug and would De harm- 
ful, especially to children, womon and 
those men who have a tendency ¢9 
nervousness; that the average dose of 
caffeine was one-fourth of a grain for 
a child five years of age and One-half 
grain for a child ten years old, and 
one grain for an adult. He stated as 
a fact that a glass of coca-cola oon- 
tains about one and one-fourth grains 
of caffeine, and a single glass taken 
by a child would be harmful. He con- 
sidered the use of caffeine in coca-cola, 
if taken continuously, would be harm- 
ful ' 


Caffeine a Drug. 

Dr. Musser said that caffeine was 
a drug and that as used in coca-cola 
would have a tendency to injure the 
human system; that it would temps- 
Tarily excite and apparently stimulate 
the spinal cord, the kidneys, the heart 
and the brain, but reaction would be 
harmful; that these organs would be 
left in a depleted condition; that the 
stimulation was a false stimulation, 
and exhaustion would naturally follow 
Dr. Musser stated that he had treated 
Many patients for the caffeine habit; 
that caffeine was a habit-forming dius. 
Dr. Cohen followed the same theory 
as the other witnesses and was Very 
positive that caffeine was a habit- 
forming drug; that it incited a morbid 
craving which had to be supplied by 
this or some similar stimulant Dr. 
Cohen expressed the opinion that the 
constant use of coffee, which contatn- 
ed caffeine, was deleterious, but not 80 
much so aS when used in coca-cola 
He said the other natural constit- 
uents in coffee prevented or neutralized 
the influence of caffeine, while the con- 
stituents mixed with caffeine in coca- 
cola. such as carbonated water, aided 
the assimilation of caffeine inthe sys- 
tem and was therefore more harmful.

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CARULINA OFFERS 
STRIPLING CASE 


Whitson Story Parallels 
Georgia Prisoner. 


Both Men Sentenced for Mur- 
der, Escaped, “Made Good” 
Under New Names, Only to 
Be Finaily Discovered and 
Brought Back to Face Law. 


Strikingly similar in many salient 
features to the case of Thomas Edgar 
Stripling is the story of Thomes B. 
Whitson of Mitchell county, N. C., who, 
nearly thirty years ago, was sentenced 
to a term of years in the penitentiary 
for murder, who escaped, moved to 
another state, changed his name, and 
became a respected citizen of the com- | 
munity, only to have his identity un- 
covered at last by one of the tricks of 
fate. 

The story of Whitson’s career came 
to light a few days ago when his 
identity was made known by one of 
his enemies, and he was arrested in 
Lexington, Ky., and taken back to Ra- 
leigh, N. C., to renew the service of 
his sentence. 

Two Parallel Cases. 

It is especially interesting because 
of the fact that it almost directly par- 
@llels the case of Stripling who killed 
W. J. Cornett in Harris county and 
escaped from the jail fourteen years 
ago after a life sentence had been 
passed upon him, who moved to Dan- 
ville, Va., with his family, changed 
hig name, became chief of police gained 
the respect of all who knew him and 
then after all those years of freedom 
and right living had his identity dis- 
covered and was arrested and brought 
to Georgia a few days ago to answer 
for his crime. 

Stripling shot Cornett because of al- 
leged improper advances made to his 
wife. 

Whitson shot his business partner, 
C. C. Bird, in Mitchell county, N. C., 
in 1882, because he suspected Bird of 
intimac? with higwite, 

Stripling’s brother-in-law was in- 
volved with him in the commission of 
the crime, and was sentenced to a life 
term along with Stripling. The broth- 
er-in-law served a short time, and was 
given a pardon. 

Whitson's brother was involved with 
him in the killing of Bird, was sen- 
tenced to the penitentiary and was 
pardoned a short time afterward. 

The Parallel Continues. 

Stripling escaped from the Harris 
county jail before he began service of 
his sentence, change his name, later 
moved his famfly to Danville, became 
chief of police and wag living peace- 
fully when the strong arm of the law 
again clutched him after fourteen 
years of liberty. 

Whitson and his brother escaped aft-. 
er the killing of Bird, fled to Ken- 
tucky and eluded capture for nine 
years. In the meantime Whitson mar- 
ried and had a wife and several chil- 
dren. In 1891 they were captured, tried 
and given the sentence of death, but 
the sentences were commuted to thirty 
years by Governor Carr, of North Car- 
Olina, in 1893. 

Thomas Whitson’s case differs from 
Stripling’s in that he served two years 
of his sentence, while Stripling es- 
caped before he was turned over to 
the penitentiary authorities, the former 
gaining his lfberty by a clever strategy 
in 1895. 

From this point on the two cases are 
remarkably alike. 

Whitson escaped with two other scon- 
victs from the Raleigh penitentiary by 
forging a note from the warden to. 
one of the guards, instructing the lIat-. 
ter to turn over to the bearer his rifle 
and keys. Butler, one of the escap- 
ing men, stole a suit of clothing from 
a guard, approached him with the 
forged note from the warden, took his 
rifle and keys and dropped the keys’ 
over the outer wall of the stockade to 
Whitson and Bailey, who opened the 
main gate and the three walked out. 

Was Guarding Convicts. 

Marching the other two prisoners 
in front of him Butler proceeded down > 
the railroad track toward Durham, 
telling inquisitive persons whom they 
met that he was guarding convicts. 
Butler went into Durham alone and 
purchased two sults of clothes for his 
pals and then the three took the train 
for Lynchburg, Va., paying the fare~ 
with money which they had saved 
while in the penitentiary. 

At Lynchburg the three separated, 


and Whitson returned to Letcher coun- 


ty, Ky., where he had a farm, wife, 
and four children, and where he was 
known as Sam Jones. 

For sixteen years he enjoyed his» 
freedom, but Whitson, like most other’ 
men, had hig enemies, and one of them 
knew the secret of his life. 

About one week ago thig enemy tel- 
egraphed the chief of detectives at 
Lexington that Whitson had gone there 
with a woman friend to see her hus- . 
band, who was in the asylum for the 
insane. The chief of detectives ascer- 
tained that Whitson was wanted at 
Raleigh as an escaped convict, and 
that he had about twenty-eight years . 
to serve, and he arrested the man at 
the ineane asylum. . 

Whitson, like Stripling, talked very 
frankly, and admitted his identity 
when he was approached by the de- 
tective. 

“Made Good” There. 

“after Bird was killed,” said he, “I 
went to Kentucky, married, and toek 
the name of Sam Jones. I have ‘made 
good’ there, and have a wife and seven 
children, two married daughters, and 
two sons nearly grown. 

“I believe if I had stayed in the pen- 
itentiary I would have been pardoned, 
for my brother got a pardon a year 
after I escaped. When I went back to 
Kentucky I took my real name, and 
have tried to live well. I have a let- 
ter from the county attorney of Letch- 
er, who speaks highly of me, and says 
every effort will be made to get me 
pardoned because I have made good 
there. The district solicitor who prose- 
cuted me was William C. Newlan now 
lieutenant goverr~r of North Carolina.” 

Whitson is ne 4 years old, so that
